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PREFACE. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hebbnrn  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting-  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  and  the  work  in 

the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1958. 

The  Health  Statistics  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  body  of  the  report: ; 
there  are,  however,  certain  features  on  which  I should  like  to  comment. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  rose  during  the  year  by  90  to 
23,970;  the  natural  increase  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  294.  The 
birth  rate  showed  a slight  fall  to  22.8;  the  standardised  birth  rate  (he. 
corrected  for  age  and  sex  of  population)  was  20.3  which  was  sub- 
stantially in  excess  of  the  figure  of  16.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  showed  a substantial  reduction,  although 
still  well  in  excess  of  the  National  Rate;  this  was  accounted  for  by  the 
welcome  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Prematurity. 

The  Death  Rate  showed  a decrease  compared  with  1957,  and  the 
Standardised  Rate  again  exceeded  that  for  England  and  Wales;  Heart 
Disease  and  Cancer  continue  to  account  for  nearly  half  the  deaths. 

The  principal  development  in  the  Field  of  Preventive  Medicine  has 
been  the  increased  scope  of  the  programme  of  immunisation  against 

poliomyelitis;  during  the  year,  approximately  1,700  children  received 
injections. 

In  the  environmental  sphere,  pollution  of  the  river  and  atmosphere 
continues  to  give  cause  for  concern. 

With  regard  to  the  former,  the  foul  condition  of  the  river  Tyne 
continues  to  become  progressively  worse  and  more  offensive.  The  Local 
Authorities,  situated  on  the  river,  continue  to  hold  occasional  joint  meet- 
ings ; they  have  been  advised,  as  a result  of  prolonged  tests,  that  trunk 
sewers,  discharging  untreated  sewage  into  the  sea  near  the  river  mouth, 
would  be  impracticable,  although  they  agreed  that  further  investigation 
should  be  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  King’s  College,  Newcastle. 


With  regard  to  atmospheric  pollution  however,  the  situation  is  much 
more  encouraging.  Many  of  the  Tyneside  authorities  are  now  making 
use  of  the  powers  given  them  by  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  During  the 
current  year  it  has  been  decided  to  set  up  the  first  Smoke  Control  Area 
in  the  Urban  District.  The  area  concerned  consists  of  the  central  re- 
development area  of  the  town,  and  the  relevant  Smoke  Control  Order 
should  come  into  force  next  year. 

1 make  no  apology  for  once  again  referring  to  lung  cancer ; during 
the  year  there  were  8 deaths  from  this  disease,  all  except  one,  in  men. 
Let  not  the  fair  sex,  however,  consider  themselves  immune,  for,  with 
the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  women  with  a long  history  of  cigar- 
ette smoking  the  female  death  rate  from  this  disease  is  now  beginning 
to  rise  rapidly  and  will  eventually  catch  up  with  that  of  the  less  fortunate 
males. 

Addiction  to  cigarettes  involves  a serious  personal  hazard  to  health 
which  millions  of  people  appear  willing  to  accept  readily.  The  example 
set  to  children  and  young  people,  in  this  connection,  is  a personal  respon- 
sibility which,  although  unaccepted  by  many,  should  not  be  lightly 
shelved  by  any  who  may  exert  influence  over  the  rising  generation. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
and  co-operation  I have  received  from  the  Chairmen,  Members  of  the 
Council,  other  officials  and  my  staff  in  the  Health  Department.

B.  PHYSICAL  AND  SOCIAL. 

I.  Description  of  the  Area. 

The  Urban  District  of  Hebburn  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape.  Its 
West  and  North  boundaries  are  formed  by  the  bend  of  the  River  Tyne. 
In  the  East,  Hebburn  and  J arrow  have  a common  boundary  running 
approximately  north  and  south  from  the  river.  The  Southern  limit  of 
the  Urban  District  is  contiguous  with  Boldon  Urban  District,  the  eastern 
half  of  which  follows  the  line  of  the  Newcastle-Sunderland  main  line 
Railway. 

The  Newcastle-South  Shields  Electric  Railway  runs  through  the 
District  parellel  to  the  course  of  the  River  Tyne  enclosing  the  Ship- 
building and  repair  yards,  a large  Electric  Gear  and  other  works.  Other 
Industries  in  the  area  include  Engineering,  Chemical,  and  Paint  Works. 
There  is  a large  Coke  Works  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  Urban  District.

Since  these  figures  were  compiled  the  British  Celanese  Ltd.,  Bede 
Trading  Estate,  Jarrow,  have  ceased  production.  The  numbers  now 
employed  in  the  Textile  Industry  are  nil.  The  majority  of  redundant 
local  workpeople  were  absorbed  by  other  firms  on  the  Estate. 

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  the  average  number  of  unem- 
ployed men  and  women  registered  as  unemployed  was  approximately 
860.  There  was  a slight  increase  to  930  in  the  second  quarter  owing  to 
the  reduced  demand  for  steel,  and  a recession  in  the  Ship-repairing 
Industry.  Increased  activity  in  the  Shiprepairing  Industry  caused  a 
reduction  to  820  in  the  third  quarter,  but  a further  recession  was  respon- 
sible for  an  increase  to  1,150  in  the  last  quarter. 

The  fluctuations  are  mainly  in  respect  of  men,  the  women’s  register 
remaining  almost  static  throughout  the  year. 

The  overall  increase  in  unemployment  during  .the  year  is  directly 
related  to  decreasing  orders  in  the  shiprepairing  industry.

Under  Section  29  of  the  Act  it  is  the  duty  of  the  local  authority  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  the  fVct  in  its  area.  Attention  is  also  invited 
to  Section  25  which  enables  local  authorities  to  provide  publicity  and 
information  in  their  areas. 

Smoke  observations  on  industrial  plant  in  the  area  are  now  carried 
out  regiularly. 

Smoke  Control  Areas. 

The  Council  has  agreed  that  an  area  bounded  by  Victoria  Road 
West,  Rose  Street,  Glen  Street,  and  Station  Road,  including-  the  New 
Town  School,  Library,  and  Council  Depot,  be  scheduled  as  a Smoke 
Control  Area,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  11  of  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
1956.  The  area  is  approximately  22  acres  in  extent  and  would  be  broug-ht 
into  effect  in  the  Summer  of  1960.

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SECTION  F. 

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on 
Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  and 

other  Diseases. 


I he  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  1958  was 
reduced  to  235  as  compared  with  452  in  1957;  this  reduction  was  largely 
accounted  for  by  the  substantial  decrease  in  Measles  notifications. 
There  was  also  a moderate  decrease  in  Dysentery  notifications,  and  a 
moderate  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough.  Other  infectious 
diseases  showed  only  small  changes  compared  with  1957. 

Measles. 

The  considerable  reduction  of  252  in  notifications  was  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  the  Measles  epidemic  of  1956/57  did  not  recur  during 
the  winter  of  1957/58.  Nearly  all  the  cases  notified  during  1958  occurred 
during  the  last  few  weeks  of  the  year,  and  proved  to  be  the  beginning  of 
an  epidemic  which  extended  into  early  1959,  thus  maintaining  the 
common  biennial  epidemic  pattern.  Although  the  epidemic  was  on  a 
moderate  scale,  the  disease  was  rather  more  severe  with  a higher  propor- 
tion of  complications,  some  of  which  required  hospital  treatment. 

Dysentery. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  a substantial  reduction  from  32  to  9 in  the 
number  of  cases  notified.  This,  however  is  no  cause  for  complacency 
as  Sonne  Dysentery  continues  to  be  endemic  on  Tyneside,  and  the 
relatively  mild  nature  of  the  symptoms  results  in  untreated  cases  main- 
taining a reservoir  of  infection. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Although  there  was  an  increase  of  62  in  the  number  of  cases  noti- 
fied, this  was  related  to  an  exceptionally  low  incidence  of  5 in  1957. 
Immunisation  against  this  disease,  which  may  be  serious  in  early  child- 
hood, is  of  undoubted  value,  and  is  offered  by  both  general  practitioners 
and  local  health  authority  clinics. 

Poliomyelitis. 

One  case,  occurring  in  a child  of  1|  years  was  notified  during  1958; 
there  was  a moderate  degree  of  paralysis  from  which  there  was  partial 
recovery.  There  were  no  other  cases  in  the  area  at  the  time,  and  no 
source  of  infection  could  be  established. 
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TubercuSosis. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during 
1958  was  39  compared  with  45  in  1957,  most  of  this  reduction  occurring 
in  females.  Although  there  was  little  change  in  the  total  number  of 
males  notified,  there  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  new  cases  occur- 
ring amongst  older  men,  and  an  increase  in  the  younger  age  groups. 
Two-thirds  of  all  the  new  cases  in  both  sexes  arose  in  the  age  range 
16—35  years.
